Attacks On Hudson Bay Route = 


Some fairly strong language is indulged in by the Financial Post of 
Toronto in its opposition to the Hudson Bay Railway, and in support of a 
demand made by it that the route be abandoned. A recent attack by the 


quoted: It says: 

“The colossal failure of that notorious contractor’s racket, the Hudson 
Bay Railway, was bluntly demonstrated last year when the Government had 
to provide free storage in the Churchill elevator to induce any grain at all 
to move out over the route. 

“An equally forcible demonstration of the present uneconomic character 
of the route has been provided this year. The Government announced an 
intention of charging the regular tolls at the elevator, tolls which were the 
lowest of those imposed by Government order at any elevators throughout 
Canada. No grain was offered for shipment. Even the grain growing inter- 
ests of Western Canada, who had for two generations advocated the opening 
of the Bay route in order to reduce their costs of shipping grain to Europe, 
refused to ship grain; they knew that the established routes via the Great 
Lakes and the Pacific Coast were more economical. 

“Political pressure was brought on the Government to repeat the satire 
of last year when a pretence of success of the route wag made. It was 


finally decided to reduce storage rates at Fort Churchill from the usual) 


figure of almost one cent a month to the ridiculously low figure of one cent 
for the whole period from now to the end of August next. This had the effect 
of paying a cash bonus out of the Dominion treasury to those who would 
store grain at Churchill, Now the elevator has been filled up. On-to-the-Bay 
enthusiasts can declare that the route is a success. But the taxpayer is 
paying a heavy bill for this child's play. If Ottawa made the terms attractive 
enough there. would be people willing to load grain in bags and canoe it 
down the Mackenzie River to the Arctic Ocean and then to fly it over the 
north pole to continental markets. 

“The country would be infinitely better off and taxation could be re- 
duced if the route were completely abandoned and the expensive. attempts 
to bonus traffic to use it were abandoned. 

' “The Hudson Bay route is not a business enterprise but a hybrid of a 
white elephant and a political sacred cow. As such it has‘the ‘protection’ of 
political leaders of both parties, their eyes cocked to the western vote in the 
next election. 

“But the huge losses and the charge for the bonus to favored grain 
operators who have been paid to use the route are a big item in every tax 
payment made by every citizen.” ] 

The argument of the Financial Post is simply this,—that it would’ be 
better and ‘cheaper to abandon the route, leave the elevator at Churchill 
empty, than to fill it up with grain on which only $20,000 in storage 


charges will be paid. How, it may be asked, is an empty elevator to cost 
-taxpayer less than a full one? 4

How many scores of millions were poured out by the Government of 
Canada for years, and how many concessions were granted, to demonstrate 
to the shipping world the feasibility of.an ocean port at Montreal, a 
thousand miles inland from the sea, and located on a river that is ice-bound 
half the year? How many more millions have been poured out to create a 
harbor at Toronto, and upon canals at Saulte Ste, Marie, Welland, and along 
the St. Lawrence, in order that upper lakes shipping might get to Toronto 
and Montreal? The Financial Post does not object to these miljions being 
spent to benefit the Eastern shipping route, but it yells blue murder because 
@ mere fraction of the sums so expended is now spent on a purely Western

It was Government expenditures, for which Western people are taxed 
as well as the people of East, that made the port of Montreal and provided 
business for Toronto. Had those expenditures not been made, and had the 
Government not nursed these routes in their: experimental stages, the 
‘development of today would neve have been realized. 

Toronto’s financial paper opposed the Hudson Bay route from its incep- 
tion. The first line of attack was that successful commercial navigation of 
Hudson Bay and Straits was an impossibility. That theory was exploded, 
and the feasibility of the route established. Now, because of certain. abnor- 
mal conditions which have resulted in a rate war on the Great Lakes, and 
the lowering of rates to such a point that it is cheaper, for the time being, 
to ship by that route than through Churchill, Toronto demands the abandon- 
ment of the Western route. Let it, once be abandoned and the Great Lakes 
shippers will, with that competition removed, quickly advance their rates, 

The last boat to leave Churchill, and it will be the tenth this season,

will carry a cargo consisting of some hundreds of thousands of bushels of | 


wheat, hundreds of head of Western cattle, 20 tons of Saskatchewan pro- 
duced honey, four carloads containing 150 000 feet of Saskatchewan spruce 
lumber, This will be the first time Saskatchewan lumber has been shipped 
to England by any route, and the first time either honey or cattle have 
gone out via Churchjll.

Monument To Canadian Who Evolved 
Process Of Kerosene 


An inconspicuous sunken grave in 
Camp Hill cémetery at ‘Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, has been marked By 6ne of 
the large oll companies to show the 
final resting place of Abraham Ges- 
ner, M.D,, D.F.G.8., who gave to 
America kerosene for a lighting fuel. 
The grave of Dr. Gesner has been 
graced by a tall black granite monu- 
ment, “erected as a token of apprecia- 
tion of his important contribution to 
the oil industry.” 

Briefly, the inscription on the stone 
tells of Dr. Gesner’s work. It reads: 

“Abraham Gesner, M.D., D.F.G.8. 

“Geologist. 

“Born at Cornwallis, Nova Scotia, 
Muy 2, 1797. 

“Died at Halifax, April 29, 1864. 

“His treatise on the Geology and

Miles Of Cable Line Have Been 
Recovered From Ocean Floor 

Its pug-like prow coated with rust 
and scars, a little grey ship steamed 
quietly into the shelter of Halifax 
harbor and docked alongside the 
Western Union Cable Company pier. 
There was no open welcome for ship 
or crew, though they had just re- 
turned from a great victory over the 
elements and completed a task start- 
ed three years ago. 

But down in the deep hold of the 
cable ship “Lord Kelvin” was fath- 
oms of mutilated and corroded cable 
that bore evidence of the long search 

or a disrupted communication line. 
Month after month the “Lord Kelvin” 
had wallowed in the Atlantic as her 
crew grappled along the ocean bot- 
tom for the line, torn from its bed by 
the disastrous tidal wave that swept 
the southern coast of Newfoundland 
the winter of 1929. The “Lord Kelvin” 
had completed the search, begun the 
following spring. 

“It was just another “job” for the 
crew and the master of the “Lord 
Kelvin,” Capt. M. H. Bloomer, spoke 
lightly of it. He was more anxious tod 
talk of the scientific aspect of the 
search. The cable, recovered more 
than three miles from its original 
course, was located only after 20 at- 
tempts over a distance of some 80 
miles. Only 10 miles of cable, how- 
ever, was recovered. 

Captain Bloomer said that during 
a seaquake like the one that shook 
the Newfoundland coast, the earth 
tremors were very rapid, causing ex- 
pansion of the earth surface and sub- 
sequent inceased tension on a cable. 
Often, too, cables were buried ‘during 
such eruptions and usually lost per- 
manently while other times the heavy 
line would be carried from its bed, 
sometimes for miles. 

Much of the recovered line, he said, 
was useless, for it was badly torn and 
filled with small stones and grit that 
had severed the wires, 


Returns From Arctic

The evidence, though “by no means 
certain,” suggests the probability that 
the scientists’s curve representing 
crop conditions is mounting. 

This is the cautious conclusion 
reached by A. J. Connor, Dominion 
Climatologist, in an article in the 
Year Book on thé results of weather 
research on the prairies. 

The research work, pointing the way 
to accurate forecasting of crop-grow- 
ing conditions in the west, includes 
preparation and compilation of 
weather statistics covering the years. 
from the early 1880's to the present. 

The rise and fall of favorable crop 
weather in western Canada was sub- | 
jected to statictical analysis.

“Reference to the table shows that 
the individual annual values are sub- 
jéct to very large fluctuations of 
much shorter intervals than the sun-| 
spot period.

Plans Experiment In Tropics 


French Engineer Studying Production 
Of Cheap Ico 

A project to make tropical seas 
produce eheap ice is under study by 
the French Academy of Sciences. Its 
author is Georges Claude, engineer 
noted for his attempts to utilize dif- 
ferences in water temperatures be- 
tween the ocean's surface and depths 
to produce electrical energy for in- 
dustrial purposes, 

By means of an immense pipe sunk 
into the Caribbean Sea, off Cuba he 
sought several years ago to harness 
the force caused by the contact of 
warm and cold currents on the theory 
that it could be transmitted to a 
shore factory for distribution. The 
pipe buckled under pressure and fur- 
ther experiments were halted by the 
economic crisis. 

M. Claude now proposes to fit up 
a 10,000-ton ship, the “Tunisie,” as a 
sea-going ice plant, utilizing the same 
principles. The ship, which is at Dun- 
kerque, will be ready to begin experi- 
ments within 10 months. :

Three Prairfe Provinces Co-Operating 
To Seoure Uniformity 

Governments of the three prairie 

provinces are co-operating at present 


in an endeavor to secure uniformity 


of direct retief grants to unemployed, 
it was revealed by v.-?. M. 
Anderson of Saskatch . The sur- 
vey now being undertaken will deal 
with allowances of food, clothing and 
rents, Work already hag started in 
attempting to arrive at a uniform 
basis for food grants. Dieticians of the 
three provincial universities have 
been asked to work out suitable diet 
for families of varying sizes. 

These schedules will be submitted 
to the governments and, if accept- 
able, recommendations will be made 
to all municipalities that the uniform 
basis be adopted. 

The governments will not insist 
that the schedules be adopted but 
strong . recommendations will be 
made. In so far as possible, the dicte- 
tic schedules also will apply to rural 
areas under the relief commissions, 
but there will be some variance in 
the country begause of the foodstuffs 
available to farmers. 

This same system of recommenda- 
tion also will be followed when uni- 
form basis are worked out for cloth- 
ing and rental grants. These two 
angles of the relief disposition will be 
handled by the provincial depart- 
ments of labor. It is expected that 
uniformity in rents will provide many 
difficulties because of the difference 
in districts as residential areas, 

Meanwhile, the initial work is be- 
ing done on the food question and a 
report to the governments is expect- 
ed soon. 

In addition to providing fair stand- 
ards of living, it is hoped that the 
uniform schedules will do away with 
much dissatisfaction among recipients 
of relief who have been wont to make 
comparisons between allotments in 
the different western cities. 

Regulations covering governmental 
grants toward municipal work pro- 
grammes now are being worked out 
by the Saskatchewan government, 
Premier J. T. M. Anderson announc- 
ed, In explaining some of the rules 
which will govern such expenditures. 

By arrangement with the federal 
government, the province has arrived 
at an agreement whereby the two 
governments will share equally in 
paying two-thirds of the labor cost 
only. Such grants will be made only

The government 
would not be able to furnish more 
money, above the cost of direct relief, 
shoyld a works programme not pro- 
vide enough work to keep the fam: 
ilies in the community off the reliel 
ists, t 

In a city where the annual direct 
relief cost amounted to $600,000, the 
governments would contribute $400,- 
000, two-thirds, under any arrange- 
ment. If municipal works plang were 
approved, that city might obtain the 
$400,000 to pay labor for any con- 
struction programme undertaken, 
When that $400,000 was exhausted, 
the government obligation for the 
year would be filled, No more money 
for direct relief could be expected, 

Federal and provincial works would 
not be included in such an arrange- 
ment, The scheme would apply only 
to municipal works such as sewer 
construction, sidewalk building, pav~ 
ing, etc, Constuction of any armory. 
or union depot, according to the 
premier, are purely federal matters.

Plan Not Abandoned 


Syndicate Still Seeking Permission To 
Import Russian Coal 

Permission to import anthracite 
coal and ofl frormh..Russia is still be- 
ing sought by a syndicate which wish- 
es to export cattle in exchange for 
the two commodities, G. G..Serkau, 
Winnipeg lawyer, stated at Montreal. 

Serkau, who arrived from Ottawa, 
claimed no knowledge of the present 
dpinion of the cabinet’ there on posal- 
ble resumption of trade with thé So- 
viet but expressed the belief some 
plan would be evolved to relieve the 
situation in the west where there was, 
he said, a large surplus of cattle with 
feed scarce, 

No financing by the Canadian gov- 
ernment was sought, he said, as the 
necessary funds were already avail- 
able from private sources. Permission 
to admit anthracite and ofl from Rus- 
sia alone constituted a barrier to the 
shipment of 100,000 ‘head of Canadian 
cattle to Baltic ports. 

Any anthracite admitted by Can- 
ada from Russia would displace the 
same product now being brought here 
from the United States. No objection 
could be raised from an imperial pre- 
ference point of view to importation 
of Soviet oll, he sald, as no oll was 
imported from Great Britain. 


Motor-Driven Ships Popular 


U.S. Bureau Of Navigation Reports 
Big Increase In Ten Years 

A growing popularity in motor 
driven vessels and a corresponding 
decline in the number of steam ves- 
sels is indicated in the records of the 
statistical section of the U.S. Bureau 
of Navigation and Steamboat Inspec- 
tion of the Commerce Department, 
according to information made public 
by A. J. Tyrer, assistant director. 

In the ten-year period ending June 
80, 1933, the number of documented 
motor vessels in trade increased from 
10,886 to 12,706, an increase of slight- 
ly more than 16 per cent. in the num- 
ber of vessels, and 171 per cent. tn 
tonnage. The tonnage increased from 
395,561 to 1,074,585 gross tons. 

In the same period, the number of 
steam vessels fell from 8,060 ves- 
sels of 15,425,840 gross tons to 5,476 
vessels of 11,787,655 gross tons, a de- 
crease of 32 per cent. in vessels and 
23 per cent. in tonnage.

It was announced by Hector 
Charlesworth, chairman, arrange 
ments have been completed by the 
Canadian Radio Broadcasting Com- 
mission for the establishment in Mon-

phone tines are available.

Yellowstone Park Official Will Study 
Winter Habits Of Bears 

What bears do when they hibernate 
during the winter hag always been a 
source of speculation ‘to naturalists. 
An interesting attempt to discover 
these secrets is to be made next win- 
ter by Frank Childs of Yellowstone 
Park. 

He will try to persuade a yearling 
black bear, one of the least vicious 
species found in the park, to take up 
lodging for the winter in a specially 
prepared sunken den, The den is a 
fifty-gallon barrel, lined with straw 
and hay, and apparently connected 
with the surface only by an entrance 
used by the bear. i 

Actually there is also a kind of 
periscope, or listening tube, by means 
of which Childs hopes to answer these 
questions, among others: 

Do. yearling bears nurse or feed in 
the hibernation period? 

Do they sleep soundly all of the 
time or wake up from time to time? 

Do they breathe normally? 

What is their géneral disposition? 

Mr. Childs will carry on his “key- 
hole” inquiry from mid-November un- 
til some time in March, when. the 
hibernation period ends, From his 
study he believes will come valuable 
information differing from that glean- 
ed by studies of captive bears. 

Dan McCowan, the C.P.R. natural- 
ist in the Rockies, stated that when 
the bears came out of their long sleep 
they were as thin as rakes and cor- 
respondingly weak. They gradually 
fattened as time wore on, and when 
they were due to begin their next 
hibernation they were hog-fat. They 
lived upon their own fat throughout 
the winter months. 

Camels and dromedaries also live 
on their‘own fat when necessary. 
Their well-known humps are really 
fat, and if they have to go without 
food for a long time the hump grad- 
ually grows smaller as it is absorbed 
in thefr bodies.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal,

Chemistry Has Made Remarkable 
Contribution In Past Century 
‘During the past century, science

And of the departments of 
science, perhaps the greatest contri- 
bution has come from chemistry. 

Since 1833, chemistry has given 
300,000 new substances to the world, 
substances which were not thought 
to have existed a hundred years ago, 
The list seems incredible. The var:ety 
is astonishing. Foodstuffs account for 
many items, dyestuffs for a large 
number, while flavors and perfumes 
themselves make up a lengthy invent- 
ory. Fabrics, too, of many weights 
and textures, have been added to the 
wardrobe of man, as well as pro- 
viding novel and efficient coverings 
for a host of objects, Resins, plastics, 
explosives and a thousand others 
cold be added to the list. 

Chemistry also discovered four un- 
known elements during the past hun- 
dred years—helium, neon, radium and 
heavy hydrogen. The importance of 
these can hardly be overestimated. 
They exert a widespread influence in 
the life of today, and their influence 
on the future is almost beyond the 
layman’s conjecture. : 

The influence of chemistry itself 
even beyond the layman's most tur- 
bulent imaginings. What will the dis- 
coveries of the next century bring 
forth? Is it possible that synthetic, 
concentrated foods will take the place 
of roast beef and gravy? (Heaven 
forbid!) Will man be wearing simple, 
one-piece, climate-proof garments? 
Will he be living in a type of house 
that is as different from our mocern 
dwellings as an Eskimo's igloo is dif- 
ferent from a Kaffir’s mud and reed 
hut? Who knows? The advances of 
chemistry have changed man’s living 
since 1833 so greatly that the future 
can only be wildly surmised.—Winni- 
peg Free Press.

‘Canada Still Holds Record 


Largest Cheese Ever: Made Shipped 
To Chicago Forty Years Ago 

One of the exhibits at the New 
York State Fair at Syracuse ts to 
be a “mammoth cheese” weighing 
12,000 pounds that is 
open the eyes of the natives, 

But, as a correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette points out, this 
cheese, large though it is, will be a 
mere pygmy in comparison with one 
that Canada sent to the World’s Fair 
in Chicago 40 years ago and that 
cheese, it is worth remarking, was a 
product of the eastern part of On- 
tario, still famous for its dairy pro- 
duction. 

“This reminds me,” writes G. “A. 
Marson, of Montreal, to the Gazette, 
“of the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada which formed part of the Cana- 
dian exhibit and which I saw at the 
World's Columbian Exhibition at 
Chicago in 1893. This enormous mass 
of cheese was manufactured at the 
Dominion Experimental Dairy Sta- 
tion, at Perth, Ont., under the super- 
vision of Prof. James W. Robertson, 
who was then acting as Dominion 
Dairy Commissioner. As much as 
207,200 pounds of milk were used 
in making it, that quantity being 
equal to the milk of 10,000 cows for 
one day in September. The cheese 
weighed 22,000 pounds net. It was 
encased in the mould or hoop of steel 
in which it was pressed and a pres- 
sure of more than two hundred tons 
was applied to make it perfectly solid. 
It measured 28 feet in circumference 
by six feet in height. A special truck 
was made for transporting it through 
Great Britain after it left Chicago. 
It was later sold to T. J. Lipton, of 
London, England, who exhibited it as 
@ feature of his business in every 
large city of Great Britain and Ire- 
land.” 

Syracuse Fair may have its 12,000- 
Ib. cheese, but Canada made and dis- 
played one of 22,000 Ibs. 40 years 
ago. And that record does not seem 
to have been exceeded since that 
time.—Brockville Recorder and Times,
